Concerning the Routes to the Wew 
Mines. 


Epitor Stanparp:—As there is another 
Giscome portage about being started, 1 take 
the liberty of making a few remarks on the 
subject. The present route’ from the Forks 
of Skeena to Babine; thence to Tatlah land- 
ing—distant from Forks of Skeena to Babine, 
is 55 miles; thence to Tatlah landing, from 35 
to 40 miles, with plenty of good feed, a prac.’ 
tical pack trail can be cut, and a great deal 
of the altitude of the present trail, leading 
over Fryingpan Pass, can be avoided. To 
convince you that this is the shortest route, 
there bas been over a thousand men who pas- 
sed over it last stmmer, and not a dollar's 
worth of work has been done on it as yet. If 
a road be made from Babine to Tatlab land- 
ing, & miner would have.no trouble travelling 
from the Forks of the Skeena to Germansen 
creek in seven days. ' Giscome portage, No. 
2, distances are as follows: Kesegugla on 
Skeena river, }2 miles below the Forks, to 
Babine lake 12 miles above the Fishery, 
from 60 to 65 miles; from thence up to Babine 
lake up the Trombly portage, 46 miles; from 
Babine to Trombly lake across the Trombly 
portage, 28 miles; from Trombly portage to 
Middle river, ‘distance about 18 miles; from 
the mouth of Middle river, to where they pro- 
pose to start a new trail, 23 miles; from 
thence to Mansen Creek, distance not known) 
but not much less than a hundred miles. 
The objections to a road leading along these 
lakes und rivers are: In spring when miners 
are on their way to the mines, from Ist of 
April till lst of May, the snow and water are 
knee deep; on the ice from lst of May till 
20th of May, passengers cannot travel over 
thes lakes, as the ice is dangerous to travel 
on, and they cannot get a boat through; 
when miners come ont in the Fall they suffer 
the same annoyance, when the ice is making 
in these lakes and rivers it often leads to 
frozen feet and starvation. In summer it 
very often blows on these lakes, so that small 
boats are obliged to tie up for several days at 
atime. Now, Mr. Editor, you bave another 
road already opened, that is to say from the 
Fishery, the whole length of Babine lake, a 
litile over 100 miles; thence across the Salmon 
portage, 10 miles in length, to Fort St. 
James, 35 miles; there the new trail starts, 
which was made last year by the packers; 
distance from Fort St. James to Mansen 
creek, 150 miles.

THE OLD AND NEW CATHOLICS Ix BUROFE. 


Cuicago, Jan. 29—A New York special says 
late Munich letters describe the spread of the 
old Catholic movement, of which Dr. Dollin. 
ger is leader in Germany, over Europe. The 
progress of the movemeut ouiside of Germany 
is ratber slow, and notwithstanding the zeul 
and energy of such able workers as Frederich;

It ig thought from revelations 
lately made in Austria, regarding the abuses 
of the confessional that that country is a good 
field for the Doilingerites to work in. As 
regards Russia, there are chances of an ULe 
derstanding between the Greek Church and 
the old Catholics. At the September Cun- 
gress of Munich, Professor Usinini of St. 
Petersburgh was present as a delegate of the 
Greek Charcb, und was most bighly im- 
pressed with the prog.amme of the old 
Catholics, and his Jabors since hia return 
lend the German Reformers to look borth 
with some degree of confidence for success, 
The eadeavor to bring about a union between 
the two churches will be prosecuted with 

zeal, 

Lonpox, Jan. 25—In the storm yesterday 
and the preceding night, thé rainfall was 
extraordinary. The streams in the South of 
England overflowed their banks, and whole 
villages were deluged, Great damage is done 
to property, especisily in the valley of the 
Serern. The river Thames is above its 
banks, and the town of Windsor has suffered 
severely.

Australian Views of the Tichborne 
Case. 


In addition to what we have published in 
reference to the Tichborne case, we uader- 
stand that for some time—till within the last 
two months—a man was living in Ballarat 
north, whose testimony, if trustworthy, would 
be fouod very valuauie in tuis, remarkable 
trial. The man we refer to was years agoa 
sailor, and bis Ba la at friends imagine from 
what he has frequentiy said on the subject, 
that he could give vaiuable testimeny. Not 


| having any particulur reason for examining 


him carefully, the man’s triends did not take 
much iaterest in bis story. From what they 
now remember to have heard him say, they 
atate that he came to the colony about 
eighteen years ago, which is not very\ far 
irom date at which De Castro alleges he came: 
to- Victoria, and that be was one of ¥he 
seamen on board a ship on the coast, which 
they believe to have been that of S uth 
America, which was wrecked or abandoned 
near that time, and of which a vessel picked 
up bm with others, am.ng whom he thought 
was De Castro. It is stated that when talk 
was indulged in some time ago: about the 
(ruthtulness of De Castor’s stateméuts, the 
man to whom we refer described the person 
who hud suffered with him, and entered the 
colony with him, and that his description 
was a good one of De Castro. About two 
months since he left his friends, and has not 
Siuce beea keard of and it is thought that he 
may have started to work his passage to 
England on board ship, as be bas said that 
he would have gone there long since but for 
his wife and family.—ZBallarat Star. 

Mr. Ives was well acquainted with the Or- 
ton family in Wapping twenty years since. 
Just previous to bis leaving England in 1852 
or 1853, Mr. Ives learnt from the Orton family 
that Arthur Orton had been shipwrecked on 
the South American coast, but at that time 
nothing further was known of his subsequent 
Proceedings, On arrival at Melbourne, Mr. 
Ives fell in with an old friend—a sea captain 
—who informed him, among other items of 
news; that Arthur Orton had got safely to 
Victoria. Mr. Ives bas inspected portraits of 
the claimant to the Tichborne baronetcy, in 
the jilustrated papers, and this is what he 
tells us respecting them:—From the nose 
down the features, as represented, are very 
similar to those of the Orton family. The 
nose, 98 depicted, is much like that of the 
sailor Orton. The prominet front teeth strik- 
ingly resemble the peculiar development of 
the mouth of the Ortons. Mr. Ives feels quite 
sure he could at once spot Orton if he saw 
him in the flesh.—Ballarat Mail. 

We learn that it is supposed Arthur Orton 
is identical witha man well known in the 
Queanbeyan district under the name of Cress- 
well. Cresswell arrived in the Queanbeyan 
district some years ago, then calling himself 
Smith. He engaged as groom or coachman 
to Mr. William Davis, of Gininderra, and sub- 
sequently married a Mrs Clark, widow of an 
iankeeper. He ill-used her, and was tried for 
assaalt, and received a sentence of imprison- 
ment. The last that was heard of bim is that 
be was sent by the Braidwocd to the Glades- 
ville Hospital ,as a dangerous lunatic. It is 
said that there was always something mys- 
terious about Creswell, and even his wife was 
not acquainted with his history.—Goul- 
burn Ierald.
